4-H  Clubs  active  in  buying  war  stamps  and  bonds,  pork  end  beef  produc- 
tion, food' preservation,  cooking,  livestock  judging,  planting  fall  Vic- 
torj’’  Gardens,  and  collection  of  household  fats,  scrap  metal,  end  rubber. 

Ten  more  clubs  became  Victory  Clubs  in  which  all  members  carried  a 
Victory  project, 

women’s  work  directed  largely  to  increased  preservation  of  big  fruit  and 
vegetable  crops,  Negro  movable  school  agents  held  rallies  in  t'-liree  coun- 
ties attended  by  1,450  people  from  20  communities,  to  demonstrate  canning, 
drying,  and  brining  of  fruits  and  vegetables.  These  preservation  methods 
being  practiced  in  State  more  than  ever  before.

Agents  teaching  7 courses  in  cooperation  ■.■ith  Red  Cross,  and  96  other 
rural  courses.  Hot  lunch  program  carried  on  in  69  W'-ite  schools  with 
4,018  children,  and  32  negro  schools  with  1,825  children. 

County  agents  in  August  held  79  demonstration  meetings  on  care  and  adjust- 
ment of  various  kinds  of  farra  machinery.  Cooperative  effort  centered  on  . 
procuring  needed  ecuipriient.  Agents  held  472  meetings,  attended  bjr  11,295 
persons,  to  push  collection  of  scrap  material.

’’Victory  bulls”  for  herd  iiaprovement  placed  on  26  farms  that  had  no  purebred 
bulls,  in  cooperation  with  American  J'erse3r  Cattle  Club,  First:  egg-grading 
station  in  Arkansas,  now  in  operation,'  should  encoiirage  quality  .egg.  . 
production. 
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Serious  cotton  leaf  wo  mi  infestation  coralDated  ’oy  teaching  famiers  methods 
of  control  and  use  of  substitutes  for  scarce  poisons,  and  by  locating  sup- 
plies of  poison  with  cooperation  of  distributors.  Result  was  comparatively 
small  damage  to  cotton- in  spite  of  .poison  shortaga. 

Livestock  production  i:ork  emphasizing  creep  feeding  of  calves  so  they 
Tjill  leave  famus  re.c.dy  for  slaughter.  Continuing  pro gr mm’ to  develop 
purebred  ones  for  use  in  commercial  herds. 

Difficulties  i'net  in  Food-f or- Victory  program  include  labor  shortages  in 
various  sections,  particularly  for  hay  harvesting;  groy:-ihg  short-,  , , .it 
age  of  transportation  from  farm  to  market;  local  shortages  of  farm  mach-  - 
inarj^  such  as  mowing  machines,  peanut  pickers,  binders;  local  shortages.  ' 
of  winter  legume  -seed,  Everj’’  effort  made  toward  cooperative  agreements 
for  naximurfi  neighborhood  and  comraunity  use  of  farm  machinery.  Lack  of 
harvesting  equipment  will  cause  some  farmers  to  use  soybeans  and  peanuts 
for  feed  instead  of  oil.  Storage  facilities  observed  to  be  inadecuate 
for  approaching  harvest  season, 

DELAI'iARE  ( So p t emb e r ]^) . — 4-H  fire  prevention  program  developed.  All 
mer.ibcrs  given  check  list,  reouired  to  check  and  remove  fire  hazards, 
club  members  are  i rom  home  harvesting  crops  or  working  fin  canning 

factories.  Clubs  active  in  rubber  and  iron  selvage,  war  bond  and  stamp 
buying. 

Tomato  certification  board  meeting  much  diffid-ilty  in  c-an'iing  problems 
and  labor  shortages.

Gro:.’  bonley  to  meet  grain  r.eeds,  end  treat  seed  for  smiut.  Sow  more  alfalfa 
for  hsLj  and  pasture;  up  to  15  percent  of  tillable  land  profitable  on  livestock 
famus.  If  limestone  is  scarce,  spread  1 ton  to  acre,  2 tons  for  alfalfa. 

Don’t  substitute  hemp  for  corn  luiless  enough  othej.-  grains  are  provided.  Soy- 
beans less  profitable  t]ian  corn;  more  profitable  on  level  land  than  wheat 
or  barley. 

Labor  situation  acute;  little  promise  of  relief  seen.  College  surver/ing 
labor-saving  methods  and  appliances  devised  b;/  farriers  and  passing  infor- 
mation to  others.  Large,  flat  tobacco  baskets  fo'ind  helpful  in  .husking  corn; 
hold  3 bushels  and  save  much  labor. 

P.snowed  appeal  to  rox'al  people  to  save  garden  seeds,  thus  releasing  more 
seeds  to  ship  to  allies. 

Extension  agents  in  Mason  Count’;"  supervised  grorring  and  canning  of  25  acres 
of  vegetables  for  countj"  and  town  school  lunches.  Tobacco  wiarehouse  used 
as  cannery’’. 

hbout  2,000  bo3"s  and  girls  attended  11  4-11  camps.  Special  emphasis  on 
farm  young  people's  part  in  r.’inning  war.  Instruction  centered  on  vra.r 
activities,  especially  food  production  and  consemeation,  handicraft,  and 
health.  Camp  spending  i.ioneA'-  of  those  attending  pledged  to  wan  stomps 
instead  of  soft  drinks  and  candy,
